25. (previously presented) A dental device as recited/in claim 15, wherein the 
proximal end of the body has a size and shape that is substantiaU/denti«a to the size and shape 
of a con-espoading end of at least one dental hand piece selected from the group consisting of 
low speed dental turbines, high speed dental turbines, ultras/nic dental devices, 3- way dental 
syringes, and oral suctioning devices. 

26. (previously presented) A dental device recited in clain. 15, wherein Uie body 
has a size and shape that approximates the si/e and sh^e of a standard dental hand piece. 

27. (previously presented) A dental d/vice as recited in claim 26, wherein the body 
has a size and shape that approximates the siXd shape of at lea.st one of a low speed dental 
turbine, a high speed dental turbine, an ultra^6nic dental device, a 3- way dental syringe, or an 
oral suctioning device.
